when Rush 
county was represented by L* L. Al­ 
len. 
Other important 
changes 
in the 
policy of groceries which will affect 
the consumers are that with every 
sale of wheat flour an equal amount 
of substitutes will have to be sold; 
cities without co-operative deliver­ 
ies will hove only one grocery 
de­ 
livery daily from each store; 
gro­ 
ceries will remain closed on Sunday. 
The decisions that price interpre­ 
tations should 
be fixed 
by county 
committees which will portably con­ 
sist of the county food administra­ 
tor, the delegate to yesterday’s con­ 
ference, and two consumers, follow­ 
ed a careful consideration of leav­ 
ing tins matter to a state committee, 
a zone committee or county commit­ 
tees. To determine a fair margin on 
the cash-and-carry 
basis 
for gro­ 
cers will be left to the discretion of 
the county 
committees. 
The inter­ 
pretation was made a county affair 
because shipping prices 
and other 
expenses aside from 
the wholesale 
costs of goods 
vary 
in 
different 
bounties. 
The 
cash-and-carry 
plan 
was 
adopted almost unanimously at the 
meeting and will be recommended to 
all Indiana grocers. By the cash- 
and-carry plan, it is not meant that 
all grocery purchases 
will have to 
be paid for cash or that they will 
have to be carried instead of deliv­ 
ered. 
It is 
meant, 
however, 
that 
those paying cash and carrying ar­ 
ticles will 
receive a reduction and 
that those running 
accounts 
and 
having articles delivered will pay for 
them- In no instance, however, will 
articles .that are charged and deliv­ 
ered cost more than they do at the 
present prices. Those 
sold 
on 
a 
cash-and-carry 
basis 
will 
be re­ 
duced. In addition 
to the price of 
The goods, one cent 
on the dollar 
will be added for groceries charged 
and six cents will be charged for de­ 
livering an 
order. Marion

grocers began this plan today. 
The Rushville delivery system was 
quoted by II. E. Barnard

an ideal one. Lr L. Allen, the

The United States is confronted by 
a shortage of sugar and fats. The 
world has been facing a shortage of 
fats for two or three years. Fats and 
sugar are necessary human foods and 
since they serve practically the same 
purpose an increase of the supply of 
fats will serve to relieve the &ugar 
shortage. The supply can be increased 
In two ways, by production and by con­ 
servation. Conservation offers imme­ 
diate relief and is the quickest way g>£ 
increasing the supply. 
A large amount of fat is wasted in 
the average home because members of 
the family, especially the youngsters, 
do not like fat meat. A large percent, 
therefore, of the fat served in the 
American home finds its way to thei 
garbage can. 
Where hogs or poultry) 
are kept this is not entirely wasted, 
but these animals can obtain this en­ 
ergy-producing food from other sources 
j which olfer a cheaper supply. 
! 
P. F. Trowbridge of the University 
I of Missouri college of agriculture, of- 
I fers the following suggestions for con­ 
serving 
this 
important 
food: “All 
clean fats should be saved and ren­ 
dered for edible fats 
(lard substi­ 
tutes). Beef and mutton fats are hard 
and do not work in the kitchen as 
readily as the softer fats. Mix these 
fats with lard or refined cottonseed oil 
and a very satisfactory cooking fat is 
obtained. If mutton fat be rendered 
with milk (sour milk is even better 
than sweet) the objectionable flavor 
will be almost entirely eliminated 
Poultry fat should never be thrown 
away but rendered for use in cooking. 
All grease and non-edible fat obtained 
in the home at all seasons and espe­ 
cially at butchering time should be 
rendered and saved for soap making.

Thousands of patriotic young wom­ 
en throughout the country are looking 
for ways in w'hich they can serve the 
government at the present time. 
The Bureau of Nursing of the Lake 
Division, American Red Cross, Cleve-1 
land, points out that there is no form 
of service open to women more great­ 
ly needed than that rendered by the 
nurses of the country. 
The Red Cross Nursing Service— ! 
for which most registered nurses are 
eligible—constitutes the reserve 
for 
the army and the navy nurse corps. ! 
It is calling for many hundreds of 
highly qualified 
nurses

service 
abroad in our own hospitals and those 
of our allies. 
It is also calling many 
hundreds for service in the base hos­ 
pitals in our cantonments.

health standards at home during and 
after the war and to continue to care 
for our armies many more must be 
trained. 
“The need for skilled nurses during | 
the next few years will be the great- i 
est the world has ever known and the ’ 
number of students 
in 
the 
spring j 
classes now being 
enrolled 
In 
the 
schools for nurses throughout the I 
country should be limited only by the ! 
teaching facilities of the schools and ; 
by the clinical facilities of the hoe-1 
pitals with which they are connected.” I 
The committee on nursing of the ‘ 
general medical board of the Council 
of National Defense has encouraged 
those hospitals possessing 
sufficient 
clinical material to increase their fa­ 
cilities for the thorough training of 
nurses and in many instances this 
has been done. 
Following are some of the advan­ 
tages in nursing education and some 
points a young woman should con­ 
sider in selecting a training school* 
I 
Nursing education not only pre­ 
pares for a large variety of pro­ 
fessional fields, but is an excellent 
preparation for home and family life 
and for public service in many ways.

Almost upon enrollment the stu­ 
dent begins her service to the com­ 
munity in helping to care for the sick, 
as a part of her instruction and train­ 
ing.

Life in most schools is healthy, 
wholesome, simple and regular. It 
is full of vivid human interest, tile stu­ 
dent sharing in deepest realities of 
life. 
§ 
The graduate of a good school 
steps at once into regular profes­ 
sional life and work with an assured 
livelihood. 
No weary struggle to get 
a foothold—to show what she can do. 
The hospital has carried her over that 
stage. Her work is ready and waiting 
for her if she successfully completes 
her training. 
5 
The student is at no expense for 
tuition, 
board, lodging, laundry, 
uniform, etc., in the great majority of 
schools. Only a few schools charge a 
tuition fee, for 
preparatory 
course. 
The student is also cared for in ill­ 
ness.

Salaries compare favorably with 
salaries of other trained women. 
In some fields they are higher than 
the average. 
Especially Is this true 
of teaching and administrative work

WAI BREAD COSTLY TO 
B U M GOVERNMENT 


Every year the British government 
pays 1200,000,000 toward the cost of 
that nation’s war bread. That is the 
principal reason why English bread 
prices are lower today to the consumer 
than in America. 
Incidentally the 
British bread is much poorer than the 
American. 
Great Britain has taken over all 
home grown grain, bought at an arbi­ 
trary price, and all imported wheat 
bought in markets of the world at pre­ 
vailing prices. This is turned over to 
the mills by the government at a price 
that allows the adulterated war bread 
loaf of four pounds to sell at 18 cents. 
The two pound loaf costs 9 cents, and 
the one pound loaf sells for 5 cents. 
In milling, however, 14 per cent, 
more flour is extracted from the wheat 
than in America. And there is a com­ 
pulsory adulteration of 20 per cent 
and an allowable adulteration of 50 
per cent 
Compared with American bread, the 
British product is only about 65 per 
cent pure at its best, 
In France, under conditions some­ 
what similar, but with a larger extrac­ 
tion, the four pound loaf sells for 16 
cents.

Are Needed to Fill Ranks 
of Nurses In Red Cross 
Service

The Bureau of Nursing of the Lake j 


Division, American Red Cross, Cleve-j 
land, points out that there is no form ' 
of service open to women more great-, 
ly needed than that rendered by the , 
nurses of the country.

The Red Cross Nursing' Service— I 


for which most registered nurses are 
eligible—constitutes the reserve for • 
the army and the navy nurse corps. 
It is calling for many hundreds of 
highly qualified nurses for service 
abroad fn our own hospitals and those 
of our allies. It is also callingjmany 
hundreds for serried in the base hos- 
pitals in our cantonments. 


"We have," says Miss Roberts, 


"nurses enough to meet our present 
need, but in order to maintain our 
health standards at home during and 
after the war and to continue to care 
for our armies many more must be 
trained. 
f 


"The need for skilled nurses during 


the next few years will be the great- 
est the world has ever known and the 
number of students in the 
spring 


classes now being enrolled in' tfie 
schools for nurses throughout the 
country should be limited only by the 
teaching facilities of the schools and 
by the clinical facilities of the hos- 
pitals with which they are connected." 


The committee on nursing of the 


general medical board of the Council 
of .National Defense has encouraged 
those hospitals possessing 
sufficient 


clinical material to increase their fa- 
cilities for the thorough training of 
nurses and in many instances this 
has been done.

sider in selecting a training school:

Nursing education not only pre- 
pares for a' large variety of pro- 


fessional fields, but is an excellent 
preparation for home and family life 
and for public service in many ways

munity in helping to care for the sick, 
as a part of her instruction and train-

Life in .most schools is healthy, 
wholesome, simple and regular. It 


is full of vivid human interest, the stu- 
dent sharing in deepest realities of 
life.

The graduate of* a godd school 
steps.at once into regular profes- 


sional life and work with an assured 
ivelihood. No weary struggle to get 
a foothold—to show what she can do. 
Xhe hospital has carried her over that 
stage. Her work is ready and waiting 
'or her if she successfully completes 
ler training. 
5 


The student is at no expense for 
tuition, board, lodging, laundry, 


uniform, etc., in the great majority of 
schools. Only a few'schools charge a 
uition fee, for preparatory course. 
The student is also cared for in ill- 
ness. 
f* Salaries compare favorably with 
9 salaries of other trained women. 
In some fields they are higher than 
the average. Especially is this true 
of teaching and administrative work 
either in institutions or in "Public 
Jealth Nursing. Opportunities for ad- 
•ancement are many and steadily in- 
creasing. 


Choice of Training School. 


(a) Be careful in choosing a traln- 


ng school. Be sure that its diploma 
will enable you to register In your 
state. 


(b) That its educational standards 


are good. 


(c) That it offers thorough training 


n medical, surgical, children's and 
maternity nursing. 


(d) That the housing and living 


onditions are such as to ensure the 
health and well-being of students. 


(e) That the working conditions 


are modern and the hours reasonable. 


(f) That the general standing of the 


school 'and its graduates Is good. 
Where any doubt exists on this point 
urther advice should be 'sought,

aminers.

Then came the unfolding of a mul- 


titude of other chapter obligations- 
solicitation of war funds, driving for 
increased membership, organization of 
school auxiliaries, turning out huge 
quotas of knitted articles, surgical 
dressings and Christmas packets. 


Among these obligations— model of 


1917— was the organization of Home 
Service committees, letter known in 
some communities as civilian relief 
committees. FreftUently the activi- 
ties of the Home Service committees 
were beHttled by otner chapter com- 
mittees. This because importance of 
Home Service had not been clearly 
denned. Now, through the efforts of 
the Bureau of Civilian Relief of the 
Lake Division, headquarters at Cleve-
